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Relation  of  the  fuccefsefull  beginnings  of  the 

Lord  Baltcmore’s  plantation  in  Maryland. 

Nf  Friday  the  22.  of  TFouember  1633. a  fmall 
gale  or  winde  comming  gently  from  the 
North  weft  ,  we  weighed  from  the  Cowes  in 
the  lie  of  Wight y  about  ten  in  the  morning ;  ( 
and  ( hauing  ftayed  by  the  way  twenty  dayes 
at  the  Barbados ,  and  fourteene  dayes  at 
C  hri fishers  >v  pon  fome  neceflary  occa  lions  ) 
wee  arriued  at  Point-Comfort  in  Virginia 
on  the  24.  of  February  following  5  the  Lord  be  praifed  for  it.  At 
this  time  one  Captainc  Clay  bourne  was  come  from  the  parts  vVhere 
wee  intended  to  plant,  to  Virginia ;  and  from  him  wee  vnderftood, 
that  all  the  natives  of  thofe  parts  were  in  preparation  of  de¬ 
fence,  by  reafon  of  a  rumour  lomc  had  railed  amongft  them ,  of 
fixe  fhips  that  were  to  come  with  a  power  of  Spanyards ,  whole 
meaning  was  to  driue  all  the  inhabitants  out  of  the  ebuntrey. 

Wee  had  good  letters  from  his  Maiefty  to  the  Gouernour  and 
Councell  of  Virginia  ,  which  made  them  fau our  vs,  and  fhew  vs  as 
noble  vlage  as  the  place  afforded ,with  promife,that  for  their  cattell 
and  Hoggs,  Cornc or  Poultry,  our  plantation  fhould  not  want  the 
open  way  to  furnifh  our  fclues  from  thence:  they  told  vs  like  wile. 
That  when  his  Lordfhip  fhould  bee  reloluea  on  a  conuenient  place 
to  make  himfelfe  a  feat;  they  fhould  bee  able  to  prouidehim  with 
as  much  Bricke  and  Tile,  as  he  lhould  haue  occafion  to  imploy,  vn- 
tillhis  Lordfhip  had  made  of  his  ownc :  Alfo,  that  they  had  to  fur- 
nifh  his  Lordfhip  with  two  or  three  hundred  Stocks  ready  grafted 
with  Pearcs,  Apples,  Plumraes,  Apricotes,  Figgs,  and  Peachcsj  and 
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fo me  Cherries  rThat  they  had  alfo  Tome  Orange  and  Lf  mon  trees  in 
the  ground,  which  yet  thriued  :  Alfo,  Filberds ,  Hazel-nuts ,  and 
Almonds ;  and  in  one  place  of  the  Colony,  Quince-trees ,  where¬ 
with  they  could  fiirnifli  his  Lordfhip;  And  in  fine ,  that  his  Lord- 
fliip  fhonld  not  want  any  thing  that  Colony  had* 

On  the  3. of  March  wee  came  into  Chefapea^e  Bay ,  and  made 
fayle  to  the  North  for  Patoemeck _  riuer ,  the  Bay  running  betweene 
two  fweet  lands  in  the  channell  of  7. 8.  and  9.  fathome  deepc,  j  o. 
Leagues  broad ,  and  full  of  fifh  at  the  time  of  the  ycere It  is  one 
of  the  deiightfulled  waters  I  euer  law,  except  Potoemcc which 
wee  named  Saint  Gregorys .  And  now  being  in  our  owne  Coun¬ 
trey,  wee  began  to  gine  names  to  places,  and  called  tho  Southerne 
Point ,  Cape  Saint  Gregory ;  ana  the  Northerly  Point ,  Saint 
Michaels .  This  riuer,  of  all  I  know,  is  the  greated  and  fleeted , 
much  broader  then  the  Thames ;  fo  plcafant,  as  I  for  my  part,  was 
newer  fatisfied  in  beholding  it.  Few  Marflics,  or  Swampes ,  but 
the  greareft  part  fbl  I  id  good  earth  >  with  great  curiofity  of  woods, 
which  are  not  choaked  vp  with  vnder-flirubbs ,  but  fet  commonly 
one  from  the  other,  in  fuch  di  ft  a  dee ,  as  a  Coach  and  foure  horfes 
may  cafily  traucll  through  them. 

At  the  firfi:  looming  of  the  fhip  vpon  the  riuer,  wee  found  (  as 
was  foretold  vs  )  all  the  Countrey  in  Armes.  The  King  of  the 
P afehattowayes  had  drawen  together  1 500.  bowe-mcn,  which  wee 
ourfclucsfaw ;  the  woods  were  fired  in  manner  of  beacons  the 
night  after ;  and  for  that  our  veffell  was  the  greated  that  euer  thofe 
Indtans  law,  the  fcowtes  reported  wee  came  inva  Canovv,  as  bigge 

as  an  Hand ,  and  had  as  many  men  as  there  bee  trees  in  the 
woods. 

Wee  fayled  vp  the  riuer  till  we  came  to  Heron  Hands ,  fo  called 
from  the  infinite  number  of  that  fowle  there.  The  fird  of  thofe 
Hands,  wee  called  Saint  Clements ;  The  fccond,  Saint  Katharines ; 
And  the  third ,  Saint  Cecilies.  Wee  tooke  land  fird  in  Saint 
Clements,  which  is  compared  about  with  a  {hallow  water,  and  ad- 
mitts  no  accede  without  wading ;  hci  e,  by  the  ouerturnmg  of  the 
Shallop,  the  maids  which  had  beene  washing  at  the  land ,  were  al- 
snod  drowned ,  befide  the  Ioffe  of  much  linnen ,  and  amongd  the 
reft  I  loft  the  beft  of  mine, which  is  a  very  njaine  Ioffe  in  theieparts.

The  ground  is  couched  thicke  with  nokickeries  (  which  is  ft  wild 
Wall-nut,  very  hard  and  thick  of  fhell;  but  the  mcate  (though 
little  )  is  pafsing  fweete  )  with  black  Wall-nuts ,  and  acrons  bigger 
then  ours.  It  abounds  with  Vines, and  lailetts,  hcarbs,  and  flowers, 
full  of  Cedar,  and  faflafras.  It  is  but  400  acres  bigg •,  and  therefore 
too  little  for  vs  to  fettle  vpon. 

Heere  wee  went  to  a  place ,  where  a  large  tree  was  made  into  a 
Crolfe  j  and  taking  it  on  our  fhoulders ,  wee  earned  it  to  the  place 
appointed  for  it.  The  Gonernour  and  Commiftioners  putting  their 
hands  firll  vnto  it,  then  the  reft  of  the  chiefeft  aduenturers.  At  the 
place  prepared  wee  all  kneeled  downe  ,  and  faid  eertaine  Prayers ; 
taking  poftefsion  of  this  Countrey  for  our  Sauiour ;  and  for  our  fo» 
ueraigne  Lord  the  King  of  England. 

Here  our  goueinour  had  good  aduice  ginen  him,  not  to  land  for 
good  and  all,  before  hee  had  beenc  with  the  Emperour  of  Pafchat - 
toway ,  and  had  declared  vnto  him  the  caufe  of  our  comming  :  which 
was,  firft  to  learnc  them  a  diuine  Do&rine ,  which  would  lead  their 
foules  to  a  place  of  happineffe  after  this  life  were  ended  :  And  allb 
to  enrich  them  with  fiich  ornaments  of  a  ciuill  life ,  wherewith,  our 
Countrey  doth  abound  :  and  this  Emperour  being  fanffled  T  none  of 
the  inferiour  Kings  would  ftirre.  In  conformity  to  this  aduice,  hee 
tooke  two  Pinnaces,  his  owne,  and  another  hired  a  t  Virginia;  and 
leauing  rhe  flhip  before  Saint  Clements  at  Anchor,  went  vp  the  riuer, 
and  landing  on  the  fouth-ftde,and  finding  the  Indtans  fled  for  feare, 
cameto  Patoemeck^  Towne,where  the  King  being  a  child  ,  Archibm 
his  Vncle  gouerned  both  him,  and  his  Countrey  for  him.  Hee  gaue 
all  thecompany  good  Wellcome  ;  and  one  of  the  company  hauing 
entred  into  a  little  difcourle  with  him  touching  the  errours  of  their 
religion,  hee  feemed  well  plcafed therewith ;  and  at  his  going  away 
defied  him  to  returne  vnto  him  againe,  telling  him  hee  ftiould  Hue 
at  his  Table,  his  men  fhould  hunt  for  him,  and  hee  would  diuidcali 
vVic  h  him. 

From  hence  they  went  to  Pafchattowaj.  All  were  heere  armed  5 
500  Bow-men  came  to  the  Water-fid c-  The  Emperour  himfelfe 
more  fea  clefl'e  then  the  reft,  came  priuately  a  boord ,  where  hee  was 
courteoufly  entertained ;  and  vnderftanding  wee  came  in  a  peace¬ 
able  manner*  bade  vs  welcome ,  and  gaue  vs  leaue  to  fit  downe  in 
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what  place  ofhis  kingdome  wee  plcafed.  While  this  King  ms  a- 
board  ,  all  the  Indians  came  to  the  Water-fide ,  fearing  trcafon, 
whereupon  two  of  the  Kings  men,  that  attended  him  in  our  fhippc 
were  appointed  to  row  on  fhoire  to  quit  them  of  this  feare  :  but 
they  refuhng  to  goe  for  feare  of  the  popular  fury ;  the  interpretours 
landing  on  the  deck-,  (hewed  the  King  to  them  that  he  was  in  fofe- 
ty,  where-with  they  were  iatis^ied.  In  this  iourney  the  Gouernour 
entertained  Captaine  Henry  FUete  and  his  three,  barkes;  who  ac¬ 
cepted  a  proportion  in  beauer  trade  to  lerue  vs,  being  skillfull  in  the 
tongue,  and  well  beloued  ofthenatines. 

While  ffthe  Gouernour  ws  abroad  ,  the  Indians  began  to  lay  a- 
fide  feare,  and  to  come  to  our  Court  of  guard, which  wee  kept  night 
and  day  vpon  St.  ( lements  lie :  partly  to  dc  end  our  Barge  ,  which 
was  brought  in  pieces  out  of  England  and  there  made  vp,  and  part¬ 
ly  to  defend  the  Captaines  men ,  which  were  imployed  in  felling  of 
trees,  and  cleaning  pales  for  the  pallizado  :  and  at  laft  they  ventured 
to  come  aboard  our  (hip.  It  was  worth  the  hearing,  for  thole  who 
vnderftood  them,  to  heare  what  admiration  they  made  at  our  fhip ; 
calling  it  a  Canow ;  and  wondering  where  (o  great  a  tree  grew  that 
tnadeit ,  conceiuing  it  to  bee  made  of  one  piece  ,  as  their  Canow's 
are.  Our  great  Ordnance  was  a  great  and  fearefull  thunder, they  had 
neuer  heard  any  before  ;  all  the  Countrey  trembles  at  them. 

The  Gouernour  being  returned,wee  came  fome  nine  leagues  low¬ 
er  to  a  riuer  on  the  North-hdeoftbat  land  ,  as  bigg  as  the  Thames : 
which  wee  called  Saint  Georges  riuer :  It  runnes  vp  to  the  North  a- 
bout  20.  miles  before  it  comes  to  the  frefh.  This  riuer  makes  tvvo  ex¬ 
cellent  Bayes,  for  300  layle  of  Shipps  of  1 000.  tunne,  to  harbounn 
with  great  farety.  The  one  Bay  wee  named  Saint  Georges ;  the  other 
(  and  more  inward  )  Saint  Manes,  The  King  of  Taocomoco ,  dwells 
on  the  left-hand  or  fide  thereof  ;}and  wee  tooke  vp  our  feate  on  the 
right,  one  mile  within  the  land.  It  is  as  braue  a  piece  of  ground  to 
let  downe  on  as  moll  is  in  the  Countrey,  and  I  fuppole  as  good  ( if 
not  much  better)  then  the  primeft  pa  reel  1  o  :EngUJh  ground. 

Our  Towne  wee  call  Saint  Maries :  and  to  auoid  all  iuft  occafiori 
ofotfcnce,  and  collour  of  wrong,  wee  bought  of  the  King  for  Hat¬ 
chetts  Axes,  Howes,  and  Clothes ,  a  quantitie  of  fome  30  miles  of 
Land,  which  wee  call  Augufia  Cantina,  And  that’which  made  them 
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the  more  willing  to  fell  it ,  was  the  war  res  they  had  with  the  Safi 
quefa-hanoughs  ,  a  nigh  bordering  nation,  who  came  often  into 
their  Countrey ,  to  wafte  and  deftroy;  and  forced  many  of  them  to 
leaue  their  Countrcy ,  and  paffc  ouer  Patoemeck^  to  free  themfelues 
from  perill ,  before  wee  came.  God  no  doubt  dilpofing  all  this  for 
them,  who  were  to  bring  his  law  and  light  among  thefe  Infidells. 
Yet  feeing  wee  came  fo  well  prepared  with  armes  ,  their  fcane  was 
much  lefle,  and  they  could  be  content  to  dwell  by  vs :  yet  doe  they 
daily rclinqmfh  their  houfes ,  lands,  andcorne-fields,  and  leaue 
them  to  vs.  Is  not  this  a  piece  of  wonder,  that  a  nation,  which  a  few 
dayes  before  was  in  armes  with  the  reft  againft  vs,  fliould  yeeld 
thcmlelues  now  vnto  vs  like  lambes ,  and  giue  vs  their  houfes,  lands, 
and  liuings  for  a  trifle  ?  Digitus  Dei  eft  hie  /and  furelyfome  great 
good  is  entended  by  God  to  this  Nation.  Some  lew  families  of/»- 
diansztt  permitted  yet  to  ftayby  vs  till  next  yeere  ,  and  then  the 
land  is  free- 

Weehadnotbcene  long  time  feated  there,  ere  Sir  I&hn  Harney 
Gouernour  of  Virginia ,  aid  our  gouernour  the  honour  fin  moft 
friendly  manner  )  tovifit  him  :  and  during  rhe  time  of  his  being 
there,  the  King  of 'Patuxmt  all©  came  to  vifit  vs  ■  and  being  come 
aboard  the  Arke,  and  brought  into  the  great  cabbin ,  and  leated  be- 
tweene  the  two  Gouernours  (  Captaine  Fleete  and  Mafter  Golding 
the  interpreters  being  prelent )  hee  began  his  fpeech  as  foiloweth. 

When  I  heard  that  a  great  Werowance  of  the  Englifh  was  come 
to  YoacomoCO,  I  had  a  great  deftre  to  fee  him .  But  when  I  heard  the 
Werowance  of  Pasbie-hayc  was  come  thither  alfo  to  vifit  him\  I f  re- 
fently  ftart  zp  $  and  without  further  counfell ,  cams  to  fee  them 
both. 

In  the  time  ofhis  flay  at  Saint  Maries ,  wee  kept  the  folemnitie 
of  carrying  our  colours  on  fhoare  :  and  the  King  of  Patuxmt  ac¬ 
companying  vs,  was  much  taken  with  the  ceremony.  But  the  fame 
night  f  hee  and  Captaine  Fleete  being  at  the  Indian-Houfe  )  the 
Arke  *s  great  gunnes,  to  honour  the  day,  fpake  aloude;  which  the 
King  of  Patuxmt  with  great  admiration  hearing ,  counfelled  his 
friends  the  Toacomoco  Inatans  to  bee  carefiill  that  they  breakc  not 
their  peace  with  vs;  and  laid  : 

When  wee Jhootej  our  Row-firings giue  4  twang  that  s  heard  but  a  lit - 
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tie  way  $ff :  But  doe y  cm  not  he. ire  what  cracks  their  Bow-firings  gitte? 

Many  fuch  pretty  fayings  hee  vfed  in  the  time  of  his  being  with 
vs,  and  at  his  departure,  hee  thus  exprefthisextraodmaryaftcdion 


vnto  vs 


Ido  lone  the  Englifti  fo  well,  that  if  they  JhoM  kill  meyfo  that  they 
left  me  hut  fo  much  breath ,  astofpeakevnto  my  people ,  I  would  com¬ 
mand  them  not  to  revenue  my  death: 

As  for  the  Narines  ‘they  arc  proper  tall  men  of  perfomfwarthy  by 
nature, but  much  more  by  Art :  painting  themfeiucs  with  colours 
in  oy!e,  likea  darkc  Red,  which  they  doc  to  keepe  the  Gnatts  oft : 
wherin  I  confefle,  there  is  moreea.'c  then  comlincfle. 

As  for  their  faces,  they  haue  other  colonrsat  times,  as  Blew  from 
the  nofcvpward,  and  Red  downeward  ,and  iOmetime  conttariwiic 
in  great  variety,  and  in  very  gaftly  manner  fometimes;  they  haue  no 
beards  till  they  come  to  bee  very  old,  and  therefore  dta  wcfom 
each  fide  of  their  mouthes,  lines  to  their  very  cares  ,  to  reprefent  a 
beard;  and  this  fometimes  of  one  colour,  and  fometimes  o  another. 

They  weare  their  hairc  generally  very  long,  and  it  is  as  blacke  as 
lett :  which  they  bring  vp  in  a  knott  to  tnc  leit-eare,  and  tyc  it  a- 
bout  with  a  large  firing  of  Wampampegg  ,  or  Roknoake,  or  for ne  o- 
ther  of  the  beft  lew  els  a  mong  them.  V-pon  their  fore-head,  iome 
vie  to  weare  a  Fifh  of  Coppery  and  iome  weare  other  figures. 

About  their  ncckcs,  they  vfeto  weare  many  bugle  chaynes,  blew 
and  white,  and  other  colours;  though  thele  begin  now  not  to  bee  e~ 
fieemed  among  them  for  truck.  Their  apparrell  generally  isdeerc- 
skin,and  other  Furre,whicluhey  weare  like  loofe  mantles :yet  vnder 
this,  about  their  middle,  all  women  and  men,  at  mans  efiate,  weare 
Ter'tZjomata  (or  round  aprons  )  of  skinnes,  which  keepcs  them  de¬ 
cently  coue  red  ,  that  without  any  offence  of  chaft  eyes,  wee  may 
conuerfe  with  them. 

Ail  the  reft  of  their  bodies  are  naked ,  and  at  times ,  iome  ofthe 
younger  fort  both  men  and  women  haue  iuft  nothing  to  coucr  them. 
Their  feete  are-as  hard  as  any  home ,  when  they  runne  ouer  prickles 
and  thornes  they  feele  it  not.  Their  Armcs  is  a  Bow,  with  a  bunch 
of  Arrowcs,ofa  yard  long,  furnifht  with  three  feathers  at  the  top; 
and  pointed  either  with  the  point  ofa  deeres  home, or  a  fharpe  three- 

sorocr’d  white  flint;  the  reft  is  a  final!  cane*  or  ftraight  fiicke.  They 
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arc fb  expert  at  thefe,  that  I  hauefecne  one  a  good  diflancc  off  flrike 
a  very  (mail  bird  through  the  middle  :  and  they  vie  to  cafl  a  thing 
vp  from  hand  3  and  before  it  comes  to  ground  to  mecte  it  with  a 
/haft.  Their  bowes  are  but  weake,and  carry  not  leueli  very  farre^yet 
thele  are  their  liuelyhood,  and  eucry  day  they  arc  abroad  afeer  fquir- 
rclls>  pa  reridges,  turkies,  decre,  ana  the  like  game ;  whereof there  is 
a  wonderfull  plenty;  though  wee  dare  not  yet  bee  lb  bold  our  fdues, 
as  to  fetch  frefh  meate  by  this  meanes  farre  off. 

The  Indtan  houfes  are  all  built  hcere  in  a  long  halfe  Ouall ;  nine 
or  tenne  fbote  high  to  the  middle  top ,  where  (  as  in  ancient  Tem¬ 
ples  )  the  light  is  admitted  by  a  window,  halfe  a  yard  fquare;  which 
window  is  alfo  the  chimney ,  which  giueth  paflage  to  the  fmoake, 
the  fi  re  being  made  in  the  middefl  of-  the  floore  (  as  in  our  old  halls 
of  England)  and  about  it  they  vfeto  lie.  Saue  only  that  dieir  kings 
and  great  men  hauc  their  cabbins ,  and  a  bed  ofskinnes  well  dreffed 
(wherein  they  arc  excellent)  fct  on  boards,  and  foure  flakes  driuen 
into  the  ground.  And  now  at  this  prefent ,  many  of  vs  liue  in  thefe 
Witchotts  (  as  they  terme them)  conueniently  enough  till  better 
bee  let  vp :  But  they  arc  dreffed  vp  fbmthing  better  then  when  the 
Indians  had  them. 

The  naturall  witt  of  this  nation  is  good  and  quick,  and  willcon- 
ceiue  a  thing  very  readily  :  they  cxcell  in  fmell  and  tafband  hauc  far 
fharper  fight  then  wee.  Their  ordinary  diet  is  Poane  and  Online* 
both  made  of  cornc,  to  which  they  adde  at  times ,  Fifh ,  Foule ,  or 
Venifbn. 

They  are  of  great  temperance ,  cfpecially  from  Hott-watcrs  or 
Wine,  which  they  are  hardly  brought  totaflc,  faue  oncly  whom  the 
Engltjh  haue  corrupted  with  their  owne  vices. 

For  modeflic,  I  muftconfefle,  I  neuer  few  from  Man  or  Woman, 
any  a£lion  tending  to  leuitic:and  yet  daily  the  poore  foules  are  here 
in  our  houfes,  and  take  content  to  bee  with  vs,  bringing  fbmetimes 
Turkies,  fometimes  Squirrills,  as  big  as  Engltjh  Rabbctts,  but  much 
more  dainty ;  at  other  times  fine  white  cakes ,  Partridges ,  Oiflers 
ready  boil  d  and  flewed  :  and  doe  runne  vnto  vs  with  fmiling  coun¬ 
tenance  when  they  fee  vs-,  and  will  hunt  and  fifh  for  vs,  if  wee  will ; 
and  all  this  with  cntercourfe  of very  few  wordsfbut  wee  hauc  hither¬ 
to  gathered  their  meaning  by  fignes. 

B  '  -  It 
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It  is  lawlull  among  them  to  haue  more  Wiues  then  one  ,*  but  all 
keepe  the  rigour  of  coniugall  faith  vnto  their  Husbands  :  The  Wo- 

mens  very  afpe£t,  is  modeft  and  graue. 

Generally  the  Nation  is  fo  noble,  that  you  cannot  doe  them  any 
fauour  or  good  tuines,  but  they  returne  it.  There  is  fmall  pa  sion  a 
mong  them, but  they  weigh  all  with  a  calme  and  quiet  reafon.  Ana 
to  doe  this  the  better,  in  great  affaires  they  are  ftuddyingin  a  long 
filencc  what  is  to  bee  fakfor  done:  And  thenthey  anfvvere  yea,  or  no, 
in  two  words :  And  (land  conftantly  to  their  rcfoiution. 

If  thefc  people  were  once  Chriftians,  (  as  by  fome  fignes  we  haue 
reafon  to  thinke  nothing  hinders  it  but  want  of  language )  it  would 

bee  a  right  vertuous,  and  renowned  Nation, 

As  for  their  religion,  wee  haue  not  language  our  fclucs  to  tin  it 
out ;  Mafter  'Ihroughgeod ,  who  driucs  his  Lordfhips  trade  v  pon  the 

riuer  of  Patnxmty  hath  related  fomwhat : 

Fir  ft,  they  acknowledge  one  God  of  Heaucn ,  which  they  call 
[our  1  God ;  and  cry,  a  thoufand  (Karnes  vpon  thofc  Chriftians  that 
fo  lightly  offend  fo  good  a  God.  But  they  giue  no  externail  honour 
vnto  him  ,  but  vie  all  their  might  to pleafc  an  Okee  (or  frantick  fpi- 

rit)  for  fcarc  ofharme  from  him.  They  adore  alio  Wheate  ana  hire 
as  two  gods,  very  bcneficiall  vnto  mans  nature. 

In  the  Machtcomocoy  or  Temple  of  Pataxunt ,  there  was  feene  by 
our  Traders  this  Ceremony.  V pon  a  day  appointed  all  the  Townes 
mett,  and  a  great  fire  being  macle ;  about  it  flood  the  younger  fort, 
and  behind  them  againe  the  elder.  Then  taking  a  little  deerc  fiiett, 
they  caft  it  into  the  fire , crying  Taho  ,  Taho,  and  lifting  vp  their 
hands  to  heaucn.  After  this ,  was  brought  forth  before  them  a  great 
Bagg,  filled  with  a  large  Tobacco-pipe  and  Poake,  which  is  the  word 
which  they  vie  for  our  Tobacco.  This  was  carried  about  the  fire, 
the  youth  following,  and  Tinging  Tahoy  Taho ,  in  very  good  tunc  of 

voice,  and  comely  gefturc  of  body.  . 

The  round  ended,  one  comes  reuerently  to  the  bagg ,  and  open¬ 
ing  it,  takes  out  the  Ptpe, and  deuides  the  Poake  ho?c\  one ,  to  one. 
As  eucry  one  tooke  his  draught,  hce  breath’d  his  fmoakc  vpon  ail 
the  limbs  ofhis  owne  body ;  as  it  were  to  fan  Stifie  them  by  this  ce¬ 
remony,  to  the  honour  and  feruicc  of  their  God ,  whomfocucr  they 
meant. 


This 
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This  is  all  I  can  fay  touching  their  religion :  Sane  onely  that  they 
feeme  to  haue  lome  knowledge  by  tradition,  of  a  flood  wherein  the 
World  was  drowned  for  finne. 

And  now  toreturne  to  the  place  it  felfe,cholen  for  our  plantation. 
Wee  haue  beene  vpon  it  but  one  moneth,  and  therefore  can  make  no 
large  relation  of  it :  Yet  thus  much  lean  fay  of  it  already ,  For  our 
fafety,  wee  haue  built  a  good  ftrong  Fort  or  Palizado  ,  and  haue 
mounted  vpon  it  one  good  piece  of  Ordnance,  and  4.  Murderers, 
and  hanefeuen  peeces  of  Ordnance  more, ready  to  mount  forthwith. 
For  our  prouiflon,  hcere  is  fbmc  ftore  of  Pcafen ,  and  Beanes,  and 
Wheatc  left  on  the  ground  by  the  Indians ,  who  had  fatisfa&ion  for 
it.  Wee  haue  planted  fince  wee  came,  as  much  Maize  (  ox  Indian 
Wheatc  )  as  will  fuffice  (ifGodprofperit )  much  more  company 
then  wee  haue.  It  is  vp  about  knee  high  aboue  ground  already,  and 
wee  expert  the  rcturnc  of  1 060.  for  one ,  as  wee  haue  rcafon  for  our 
hope,  from  the  experience  of  the  yeeld  in  other  parts  of  this  Coun¬ 
trey ,  as  is  very  credibly  related  to  vs. 

Wee  haue  alfb  Engl/Jh  Pcafen,  and  French-beanes,  Cotten,  Crin¬ 
ges  ,  Lemmons ,  Mclocotounes,  Apples ,  Pcarcs ,  Potato’s,  and 
Sugar-canes  ofour  owne  planting ;  befidc  Hortage  comming  vp  ve¬ 
ry  finely. 

But  liich  is  the  quantitie  of  Vines,  and  Grapes  now  already  vpon 
them  ( though  young )  as  I  dare  lay  if  wee  had  Veflells  and  skill, 
wee  might  make  many  a  tonne  of  Wine,  euen  from  about  our  plan¬ 
tation  ;  and  fiich  Wine,  as  thole  of  V irginia  fay  (for  yet  wee  can  fay 
nothing  )  as  is  as  good  as  the  Wine  of  Spaine.  I  fcare  they  cxcecde ; 
but  farely  very  good.  For  the  clime  of  the  Countrcy  is  neerc  the 
fame  with  SiuiH  and  Corduba  dying  betweene  38.  and  40.  degrees  of 
N  ortherlie  latitude. 

Of  Hoggs  wee  haue  already  got  from  AchomackSp.  plantation  in 
Virpnia  )  to  the  number  of  1 00,  and  more :  and  fome  30.  Cowes ; 
andmore  wee  expect  daily ,  with  Goats  and  Hcnnes ;  our  Horles 
and  Shccpe  wee  mu  ft  haue  out  of  England ,  or  fome  other  place  by 
the  way ;  for  wee  can  haue  none  in  Plrgtnia. 

For  the  Commodities,  I  will  fpeake  more  when  I  lee  furtherjone- 
ly  wee  haue  lent  ouer  a  good  quantitie  of  Iron-ftone,  for  a  try  all, 
which  ifit  procue  well, the  place  is  likely  to  yedd  infinite  ftore  ofit#

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And  for  that  flaxe  and  hempe  which  wee  hatie  Towed  ,  it  comes  vp> 
and  wee  hope  will  thriue  exceedingly  well ;  I  end  with  the  fbile> 
which  is  excellent  couered  with  ftore  oflarge  Straubcries>Rafpiccs» 
Vines,  Saffaftas,  Walh-nuts,  Acornes  and  the  like ;  and  this  in  the 
wild  eft  Woods  too. 

The  mould  is  blackc  a  foote  deepe ,  and  then  comes  after  a  red 
Earth.  All  is  high  Wood ,  but  in  the  Indian  fields ,  which  are  Tome 
parcells  ofground  elected  for  Corne.  It  abounds  with  good  Iprings, 
which  is  our  drinke  :  Of  beafts  ;  I  haue  feene  Deere ,  Racounes,  and 
Squirills,  befide  which  there  are  many  others ,  which  I  haue  not  yet 
feene.  Of  Birds  diuerfly-feathered  theic  are  infinite;  Eagles,Bit~ 
ternes,  Herons,  Swanne.;>Gee(e,Parteridgc,Ducks,rcd>blcw,partic 
coloured  Birds,  and  the  like.  By  all  which  itappeareth,  the  Conn- 
trie  aboundeth ,  net  onely  with  profit  but  with  pleafurc.  And  to  lay 
trueth,  there  wanteth  nothing  for  the  perfecting  of  this  hopefull 
plantation  1  but  greater  numbers  of  our  countrcy-men  to  enioy  it.

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The  Conditions  of  the  plantation. 

z  -v  TT  rHat  pcrfon  foeuer,  fubieft  to  our  Soue- 
V  ’  raigne  Lord  the  King  of  England. ,  fhall  in 
this  fecond  voyage,  be  at  the  charge  to  tranfport  into  the 
faid  Province  of  Maryland, himfelfe  or  his  Deputy, with 
ten  able  men  fit  for  labour,betweene  the  ages  of  20.  and 
€0.  every  man  being  provided  in  all  things  neceflary  for 
a  plantation :  the  particulars  whereof  they  (hall  vnder- 
ftand  at  the  place  mentioned  at  the  end  of  thefe  Con¬ 
ditions  :  ( which  together  with  their  tranfpottation, 
will  amount  to  about  20  1.  a  man)  His  Lordfhip  will 
afligne  to  eucry  fuch  vndertaker,  and  for  every  fuch  tenne 
men,  a  proportion  of  good  land  within  the  faid  Pro¬ 
vince,  containing  in  quantity  3000.  Acres  of  Englifh 
gneafure,  which  fhall  bee  ere&ed  into  a  Manner,  and  bee 
conveied  to  him,  and  his  heires  for  ever:  with  all  fuch 
Royalties  and  Priviledges,  as  arc  vfually  belonging  to 
Mannors  in  England.  Rendring  and  paying  yearely  vnto 
Iiis  Lordfh.  anclhis  heires  for  every  fuch  Mannor;  6 00. 
pound  weight,  of  good  ffheate :  and  fuch  other  fervices 
as  fhall  be  generally  agreed  vpon,  for  publike  vfe,and  the 
common  good-,and  as  are  vfuall  mall  other  Plantations. 

2  And  forafmuch,as  the  ftragling  manner  of  dwel¬ 
ling  vfed  heretofore  by  our  Englifh  in  forraine  Plantati¬ 
on^  hath  bin  found  by  experience  to  be  very  inconveni¬ 
ent,  without  comfort  or  fecurity*  befides  the  diforder 
and  diftraifion,  which  it  caufeth  in  the  government. 
And  that  at  laft  (  feeling  the  effeds  of  that  error )  they 
hauebin  compelled  t®  vnite  thcmfelues  together  in  one

place.  His  Lordfh.  therefore  intends,  that  all  hi*  Plan¬ 
ters, (hall  dwell  together  at  the  firft,  at  or  as  necre  as  may 
be  vnto  St.  Maries  Towne,the  feate  now  chofen  for  the 
Colony :  where  his  Lordfh.  will  affigne,  and  conveigh 
vnto  every  fuchvndertaker  as  aforefaid,  and  his  heires 
for  ever,  a  plot  of  ground  fit  fora  houfe  and  garden,  to 
build  vpon ,  and  fo  much  land  as  neere  vnto  the  Towne 
as  conveniently  may  bee  (to  plant  Vi&uall  vpon,  and 
flich  other  things  as  he  the  faid  vnder-taker  fhall  thinke 
fitte  )  according  to  the  proportion  of  fiue  Acres  of 

Englifh  meafure  for  euery  man. 

3  Thofe  that  are  not  willing  to  bee  at  the  charge  to 
transport  the  forefaid  number  of  men  required  for  a 
Mannor,  and  yet  perhaps  willbe  contented  to  bee  at  the 
charge  of  a  lefler  number,  they  fhall  haue  affigned  to 
them  and  their  heires  for  euer ,  the  like  proportion  of 
land,  in,  and  about  the  Towne,  according  to  the  number 
of  their  men  as  aforefaidj  and  a  too.  Acres  more  for 
each  man,  allotted  to  them  in  fome  convenient  place  of 
the  Province,  as  others  haue,  and  be  made  Free-holders 
to  hold  of  his  Lordfh.  paying  a  yearely  quit  rent  of  20. 
pound  weight  of  wbeatejto r  every  fiich  roo.  Acres. 

4  If  any  man  fhall  bee  vnwilling,to  trouble  himfelfe 
with  providing  fuch  men  and  their  neceflaries ,  as  afore¬ 
faid,  and  yet  are  defirous  to  imploy  fome  money  vpon 
this  Plantation-  if  they  fignifie  fuch  their  defire,  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  time  and  place ,  here-vnder  prefixed :  they 
fhall hauediredions to difpofe their  money,  in  fuch  a 
way,  as  fhall  giue  them  content,  whereby  they  may  haue 
the  advantage  of  the  former  conditions,  according  to 
the  proportion  of  the  money  they  adventure .

Acres  of  good  land  in  furplufagc 
aboue  the  former  proportions :  for  every  woinan  he  {hall 
fo  carry  over,  or  fend  over. 

6  VYhatfoever  husband- man,  or  other  laboring-man, 
fhall  bee  willing  to  goe  to  this  Plantation,  and  to  binde 
hxmfelfe  a  feruant  there  for  flue  yeares, he  fhall  be  enter¬ 
tained  ( if  he  come  within  the  limited  time  to  the  place 
appointed  )  vpon  thefe  termes;  that  is  ro  fay;  he  fhall  be 
found  fufficient  meate  and  drinke,  and  clothing,  during 
the  faid  terme :  and  at  the  end  of  the  faid  terme,  he  fhall 
haue5o.  Acres  of  good  land  conveied  to  him ,  and  his 
heircs  for  ever,  within  the  faid  Pro  vince,  a  whole  yeeres 
provifion  of  all  neceflaries  according  to  the  vfuall  cu- 
ftornc  of  other  Plantations. 

And  if  hee  bee  either  a  fufficient  Carpenter,  Ioyner, 
Brick-layer,  Brick-maker,  M  Ton,  Wheele-wright,  Coo¬ 
per,  or  Ship-wright,  in  Head  of  thefe  50.  Acres  propo- 
fed,  hee  fhall  haue  100.  Acres  of  good  land,  at  the  end 
of  his  terme,  and  the  reft  of  the  aforefaid  conditions,  for 
three  yeares  fervice  onely.
